Interesting Exhibits in Net a re’s 
Imperishable Museums. 
In many museums may be seen in the 
nost perfect state of preservation in 
jnber fossilized rem ains of plants and 
inimals, says the Gentleman’s Maga­ 
zine. 
The science of 
Egypt, in 
its 
highest development, did not succeed 
u discovering a method of embalming 
« perfect as the simple process taking 
dace in nature. A tree exudes a gum- 
ny, resinous m atter in a liquid state. 
An insect accidentally lights in it and 
Is caught. 
The exudation 
continues 
uid envelops it completely, preserving 
the most m inute details of its struct­ 
ure. 
In the course of time the resin 
becomes a fossil and is known as am ­ 
ber. 
The history of fossil insects is 
largely indebted to the fly in amber. 
And to the preserving properties of 
amber we owe, likewise, our knowl­ 
edge of some of the more m inute de­ 
tails of ancient plant structure. 
The coasts of the Baltic are and have 
been from the days of the Phoenician 
traders the great source of the amber 
of commerce. It occurs in rolled frag­ 
ments, in strata known to geologists 
ss oligocene. These are tertiary rocks 
of a date little more recent than those 
of the London basin and equivalent to 
the younger tertiary series of the Isle 
of W ight. The fragm ents of fossil res­ 
in were washed down by the rivers from 
the pine forests of the district along 
with sediments and vegetable debris. 
In them are found most perfectly pre­ 
served remains of the period, as well 
as of insect life. 
Fragm ents of twigs, 
leaves, buds and flowers, with sepals, 
petals, stam ens and pistils still in place, 
occur. 
A recent genus, dentzia, has 
been recognized by its characteristic 
stam ens; the valves of the anthers of 
cinnamomum are seen in others. 
In 
one specimen the pendent catkin of a 
species of oak is seen as 
distinctly

He Show* M uch Skill In Constructing a 
Fish Story. 
An examiner of lads under 16 for the 
civil-service commission gave

question, says the London Church 
Times, “Describe the habits of fish.”

“The shark is a very curious animal, 
it can lay its teeth down 
when not 
catching any food. 
“Once upon a time there was a ship 
going to America and on board some 
slaves, the slaves were packed so close 
together that they could not live and 
the captin of the ship you’st to let some 
come upon the deck and many of the 
slaves jou’st to jump overboard and be 
eat with sharks, 
so the captin 
de­ 
termined to stop it if he could. So one 
d3y a black slave woman was just in 
to jump overboard when the 
captin caught her and had as many 
slaves as he could upon 
deck. 
And 
then he had a reap fastened around her 
wast and lowered her overboard, when 
a shark came and bitt a half off her off 
and then the captin had the other half 
pulled up and shown to the slaves on 
deck and then said to them that lie 
would do any one of them the same if 
tha jumped overboard.”

W hether a woman 
has a “natural protector” or not it is 
becoming more and more evident that 
she should, at least, insist upon having 
her investments put in her own name. 
Mrs. Custer’s experience, unfortunate­ 
ly, is by no means rare, but because of 
the almost sacred nature of the money 
Invested the loss of it seems peculiarly 
Bad. 
Gen. Custer, 
notwithstanding the 
privations of his life as a soldier on the 
frontier, faithfully kept alive his in­ 
surance policy. 
The insurance money 
that came to Mrs. Custer upon her 
husband’s death was put into the 
hands of a tried and trusted friend of 
both herself and husband—a lawyer, 
In their former home in Michigan. For 
nineteen years the interest of the in­ 
vestment was regularly sent her. 
It 
chiey consisted in mortgages; two o* 
which her investor spoke a bit doubt­ 
fully of, to be sure, and as years passel! 
he warned her against one of the mort­ 
gages in particular. He recently diet!. 
His accounts were found to be in a 
west unsatisfactory condition. He had 
fnyested Mrs. Custer’s money in his 
own name. 
It proved to be an inju­ 
dicious investment. He failed to realize 
what he expected. 
Mrs. Custer lost at 
least $5,000. 
The saddest revelation 
was that the worthless mortgage of 
wrhich he had warned her was against 
himself.

Returning the bucket to the lady at 
the window, he ported to some yellow 
specks in the poi, well

“He kumu 
kolera kela” (those ar* cholera germs), 
said the native, who hafi evidently not 
been educated in the science of bacteri­ 
ology.
